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Claims 



What is claimed is; 
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]\. A method for displaying available television programs, 

uprising the steps of: 

obtaining a list of available programs; 

obtaining a recommendation score for each of said 
availal3sj.e programs; and 

displaying said list of available programs to a user 
with an ii^dication of one or more program attributes contributing 
to said recommendation score. 
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2. The Method of claim 1, wherein said indication of one 

or more programs, attributes contributing to said recommendation 
_ score provides component score said one or more program 

attributes . 
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3. The method G?f claim 1, wherein said indication of one 
or more program attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score indicates a most significant program attribute. 

4. The method of clcNj_m 1, wherein said indication of one 
or more program attributes Contributing to said recommendation 
score indicates a predefined number of most significant program 
attributes . 
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5. The method of claim 1, Wherein said indication of one 

or more program attributes contribii^ing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a color scheme, 



6. The method of claim 5, whe\ein said color scheme 

discretely maps said score to a color. 
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The method of claim 5, wherein said color scheme 
c^jitinuously maps said score to a color. 

8. \ The method of claim 1, wherein said indication of one 
or mo\re program attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score \tilizes a variable size-of-text scheme. 

9. \The method of claim 1, wherein said indication of one 
10 or more program attributes contributing to said recommendation 

score utilises a variable rate-of -flicker scheme. 
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10. The Method of claim 1, wherein said indication of one 
or more program\ attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a Variable brightness scheme. 

11. The method of claim 1, wherein said indication of one 
or more program attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a variable bar height. 

12. A method for displaying available television programs, 
comprising the steps of: 

obtaining a list\of available programs; 

obtaining a recommendation score for each of said 
available programs; and 

displaying said lisfc of available programs to a user 
with a visual cue of one or rnory^ program attributes contributing 
to said recommendation score, 



30 13. The method of claim 12, therein said visual cue of one 

or more program attributes contribxi^ing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a color scheme. 
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14\- The method of claim 13, wherein said color scheme 

discretely maps said score to a color. 

15. \ The method of claim 13, wherein said color scheme 
continuously maps said score to a color. 

16. The method of claim 12, wherein said visual cue of one 
or more progtram attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes^ a variable size-of-text scheme. 

17. The method of claim 12, wherein said visual cue of one 
or more program Attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a vaViable rate-of -flicker scheme. 

18. The method of claim 12, wherein said visual cue of one 
or more program attributes contributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a variabl^ brightness scheme. 

19. The method of clayim 12, wherein said visual cue of one 
or more program attributes Ncontributing to said recommendation 
score utilizes a variable barNheight. 

20. A system for displaying available television programs, 
comprising: \ 

a memory for storing computer readable code; and 
a processor operatively qpupled to said memory, said 
processor configured to: \ 

obtain a list of available programs; 

obtain a recommendation score for each of said 
available programs; and \ 

display said list of available \programs to a user with 
an indication of one or more program attributes contributing to 
said recommendation score. \ 
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2 A. A system for displaying available television programs, 

comprising : 

\ a memory for storing computer readable code; and 

\ a processor operatively coupled to said memory, said 
processor configured to: 

\ obtain a list of available programs; 
\obtain a recommendation score for each of said 
available programs; and 

display said list of available programs to a user with 
a visual cue\of one or more program attributes contributing to 
said recommendation score. 

22. An article of manufacture for displaying available 
television programs, comprising: 

a computer readable medium having computer readable 
code means embodied Vhereon, said computer readable program code 
■means comprising: \ 

a step to obtain a list of available programs; 

a step to obtain a recommendation score for each of 
said available programs; Vnd 

a step to display said list of available programs to a 
user with an indication \p£ one or more program attributes 
contributing to said recommendation score. 

23. An article of manufacture for displaying available 
television programs, comprising \ 

a computer readable medium having computer readable 
code means embodied thereon, said\ computer readable program code 
means comprising: \ 

a step to obtain a list orV available programs; 

a step to obtain a recommendation score for each of 
said available programs; and \ 
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a sVep to display said list of available programs to a 
user with a Wisual cue of one or more program attributes 
contributing to\said recommendation score. 
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
